WARRANT  FOR  TOWN  MEETING 


(L.  S.)  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Enfield  qualified  to  vote 
in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  Whitney  Hall  in  said  Town 
of  Enfield  on  the  eleventh  day  of  March  next,  at  nine  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  by  ballot  to  serve  for  three  years,  one 
selectman,  one  trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  one  library  trustee  and  one 
fire  ward;  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  treasurer,  one  clerk,  one 
tax  collector,  one  highway  agent,  one  overseer  of  public  welfare, 
one  police  chief,  one  cemetery  agent,  two  auditors  and  such  other 
necessary  town  officers  required  by  law  to  be  chosen  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Polls  will  be  open  at  9:30  A.M.  and  will  not  close  before 

6:  P.M. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  the  sums  so 
borrowed  to  be  paid  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the 
debt  was  incurred. 

Article  3«  To  authorize  the  sale  or  lease  of  any  or  all  of 
such  parcels  of  real  estate  acquired  by  the  town  through  tax 
collector's  deeds  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  or  any  other  deeds, 
and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  execute  and  deliver, 
in  the  name  of  the  town,  suitable  deeds  or  leases  of  such  real 
estate,  subject  to  such  conditions  or  restrictions  as  may  be 
voted  by  the  meeting.

Equipment,  to  enable  the  Selectmen,  on  behalf  of  the  town,  to 
purchase  a  Four  wlieel  Drive  -  Front  End  Loader,  as  a  necessary 
equipment  for  highway  maintenance.

The  Librarian  wishes  to  again  thank  the  many  friends  of 
the  Library  who  this  year  as  in  many  previous  years  have  add- 
ed to  the  number  of  books  which  the  Library  is  able  to  pur- 
chase by  their  generous  gifts.  We  would  especially  thank 
Miss  Ruby  Daggett  of  Hanover,  New  Hampshire,  for  her  gift  of 
some  fifty  books  of  recent  fiction  and  non-fiction.  The  out- 
standing contribution  made  to  historical  collection  was  the 
completed  manuscript  by  Mr.  George  McKenzie  Roberts  of  Hartford, 
Connecticut  of  "Vital  and  Cemetery  Records  of  the  Town  of  En- 
field, Grafton  County,  New  Hampshire"  a  volume  of  765  type- 
written pages  containing  the  vital  statistics  pertaining  to  all 
persons  whose  marriage,  birth  or  death  occurred  in  Enfield  from 
1761  to  19hO.  The  compilation  contains  not  only  the  usual 
material  found  in  vital  statistics  records,  but  also  is  sup- 
plemented by  information  from  county  probate  and  land  records, 
local  tax  lists.  Federal  census  schedules,  newspaper  items, 
correspondence,  family  genealogies,  Bible  records,  cemetery 
inscriptions  and  other  sources  not  usually  accessible  to  a 
searcher.  Mr.  Roberts  has  been  years  assembling  this  material 
and  the  result  is  a  scholarly  and  highly  valuable  historical 
record  of  our  town.   The  New  England  Historical  and  Geneal- 
ogical Register  stated  in  its  Journal  that  "it  is  safe  to  say 
that  no  town  in  New  England  has  so  full  information  concerning 
its  people  as,  thanks  to  Mr.  Roberts,  has  the  town  of  Enfield, 
New  Hampshire".  Only  four  copies  of  this  volume  were  made,  of 
which  one  is  in  the  Enfield  Public  Library,  one  in  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Library  in  Concord,  and  one  each  was  presented 
to  the  New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society  Library  and 
to  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographic  Society  Library.

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,  the  state,  your  com- 
miinity  and  your  local  forest  fire  warden  need  YOUR  thoughtful 
and  cooperative  effort  -  The  rules  are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home  -  use  your  town  dump  and  avoid  all 
fire  problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit  from 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow.  Permits  are  required  for  open  debris 
fires,  home  incinerators,  outdoor  fire  places  and  camp 
fires.  Your  warden  is  instructed  to  permit  burning  if 
weather  conditions,  site  and  type  of  burning  are  safe.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Enfield: 

I  present  herein  my  annual  report  for  1957?  W  fourth 
annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Enfield.  In 
preparing  the  report,  I  have  used  freely  from  material  sub- 
mitted by  Mr.  Ralph  Staples,  Principal,  in  his  annual  report 
to  me. 

NEW  PRINCIPAL 

Mr.  James  A.  Jordan  resigned  as  principal  of  the  Enfield 
Village  School  effective  July  1,  1957.  His  resignation  was 
received  with  regret.  He  resigned  in  order  to  accept  the 
principalship  of  Coe-Brown  Northwood  Academy,  Northwood,  New 
Hampshire.  Mr.  Jordan  served  in  Enfield  teaching  shop  and 
mathematics  from  1937  to  19hO   and  has  been  principal  since 
1950. 

We  feel  that  we  are  very  fortunate  in  having  secured 
the  services  of  Mr.  Ralph  A.  Staples  as  successor  to  Mr. 
Jordan.  Mr.  Staples  received  his  Bachelor's  Degree  from 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire  in  19118  and  is  working  toward 
his  Master's  Degree.  He  has  completed  his  course  work  and 
hopes  that  he  will  have  completed  all  necessary  work  by  the 
spring  of  1958.  He  served  in  Troy  High  School,  Troy,  New 
Hampshire,  from  1951  through  June,  1957?  where  he  taught 
chemistry,  biology,  social  studies  and  was  director  of  guid- 
ance. During  a  large  portion  of  his  last  year,  he  was  act- 
ing principal.  He  served  for  three  years  in  the  United 
States  Navy  where,  as  a  member  of  the  amphibious  force,  he 
took  part  in  the  Pacific  invasion. 

All  are  pleased  with  the  way  in  which  Mr.  Staples  has 
taken  hold.  We  are  confident  that  under  his  leadership  the 
Enfield  Village  School  will  not  only  continue  to  progress, 
but  also,  that  progress  will  be  accelerated. 

MINIMUM  STANDARDS  FOR  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS 

As  you  are  aware,  the  State  Department  of  Education  has 
set  up  "Minimum  Standards  and  a  Recommended  Practices  for 
New  Hampshire's  Secondary  Schools,  Grades  9  -  12".  In  order 
for  a  high  school  to  be  approved  and  thus  be  eligible  for 
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state  aid,  it  must  meet  at  least  the  minimum  requirements  by- 
September  of  1958. 

In  order  to  determine  the  degree  to  which  a  high  school 
meets  the  Minimum  and  Recommended  Practices,  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  has  had  teams  of  visitors  going  to  the  high 
schools,  making  a  study  of  them  and  then  submitting  a  report. 
The  report  in  regard  to  Enfield  High  School  has  such  great 
significance  in  regard  to  the  future  of  our  school  that  I  am 
quoting  it  here  in  its  entirety. 

REPORT  ON  VISIT  TO  ENFIELD  HIGH  SCHOOL 

December  2,  1957 

"On  December  2,  1957,  the  following  staff  members  of  the 
State  Departm.ent  of  Education  visited  Enfield  High  School: 
Mr.  G.  Paul  Qudjnby  and  Mr.  Roland  B.  Kimball. 

The  purposes  of  the  visit  were  twofold:  the  first  was  to 
clarify  what  action,  if  any,  is  necessary  in  order  to  qualify 
Enfield  High  School  as  an  Approved  High  School  under  the  Min- 
imum Standards  for  New  Hampshire  Secondary  Schools  which  will 
go  into  effect  in  September,  1958;  the  second  purpose  was  to 
identify  those  aspects  of  the  school  plant  and  program  which 
are  in  need  of  attention  if  Enfield  is  to  offer  a  comprehen- 
sive high  school  program. 

Other  somewhat  minor  recommendations  and  suggestions  were 
presented  verbally  to  Superintendent  Arthur  Pierce,  and  Prin- 
cipal Ralph  Staples.  Although  they  are  not  detailed  here,  it 
is  hoped  that  each  will  be  given  reasoni.ble  consideration. 

The  staff  of  our  Department  is  available  to  assist  in  any- 
appropriate  manner  as  the  school  takes  steps  to  implement  the 
suggestions  presented  in  this  report. 

APJ5P-N  NECESSARY  UNDER  MINB-IUM  STANDARDS 

1.  Several  time  requirements  established  by  the  Minimum 
Standards  are  not  now  being  met.  In  preparing  the  schedule 
for  next  year,  the  following  points  should  be  kept  in  mind: 

a.  The  length  of  each  class  period,  exclusive  of 
passing  time,  must  be  at  least  forty-five  (hS)   minutes. 

b.  The  time  requirements  for  the  various  subjects 
must  meet  the  conditions  set  forth  in  the  Minimum  Stand- 
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ards  bulletin.   (See  pages  11  and  12.) 

2.  Because  the  nuriber  of  students  enrolled  in  the  grades 
which  are  supervised  and  administered  by  the  principal  exceeds 
2^0,  it  will  be  necessary  to  employ  a  full-time  principal,  or 
the  equivalent,  another  year. 

3.  In  developing  the  teaching  assignments  for  another 
year,  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  no  teacher  may  be  assign- 
ed more  than  six  (6)  different  periods  of  teaching  per  day, 
nor  may  any  teacher  be  assigned  more  than  five  (5)  different 
academic  class  preparations  per  day.  In  the  present  schedule, 
Mrs.  Lorden  is  assigned  eight  (8)  periods  per  day  of  classroom 
teaching,  and  Mrs.  Reagan  is  assigned  six  (6)  different  aca- 
demic preparations.  These  excessively  heavy  teaching  assign- 
ments must  be  corrected  in  next  year's  program. 

J4.  The  Minimum  Standard  requires  that  a  school  offer  at 
least  three  (3)  fine  arts  opportunities,  whereas  the  present 
program  at  Enfield  High  School  provides  for  only  two  (2)  op- 
portunities. Because  each  of  the  existing  opportunities  is  in 
the  field  of  music,  the  additional  opportunity  to  be  added 
next  year  should  be  in  the  area  of  art. 

5.  The  growing  enrollments  may  soon  make  it  necessary  to 
remodel  and  expand  the  high  school  building.  In  view  of  this, 
it  is  pointed  out  that  the  minimum  standards  require  that  if  a 
high  school  which  does  not  have  an  adequate  library  is  remodel- 
ed or  expanded,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  an  adequate 
library  facility. 

^™^.   STRO_NGLY  M:C0M>ENDE_D 

1.  The  present  program  in  home  economics  is  seriously 
handicapped  by  inadequate  physical  facilities.   The  present 
sewing  area  should  be  remodelled  so  as  to  provide  a  general 
homemaking  laboratory  permitting  instruction  in  all  phases  of 
homemaking  education.  Until  this  is  done,  it  would  appear 
necessary  to  restrict  classes  in  cooking  and  sewing  to  not  more 
than  ten  (lO)  or  twelve  (12)  students.  A  careful  study  should 
be  made  regarding  the  need  for  additional  equipment. 

2.  Although  the  present  school  library  is  completely  in- 
adequate, and  the  real  solution  lies  in  developing  a  separate 
library  facility  properly  equipped  and  available  for  use 
throughout  the  day,  much  could  be  done  to  improve  the  present 
situation.  A  teacher  with  interest  and  ability  in  school 
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library  affairs  should  be  given  the  time,  responsibility,  and 
financial  support  to  organize  and  expand  the  library  to  make 
it  a  more  effective  part  of  the  school's  instructional  program. 

3.  The  existing  physical  education  program  is  very 
limited.  It  is  understood  that  plans  are  now  under  consider- 
ation for  expanding  this  program  to  make  it  available  to  a 
larger  number  of  students  a  greater  amount  of  time.  This  will 
require  a  careful  study  of  the  equipment  necessary  to  carry 
out  a  comprehensive  physical  education  program  so  that  the 
additional  equipment  is  procured  and  available  when  the  expand- 
ed program  goes  into  effect. 

U.  There  is  a  need  for  a  careful  study  of  the  existing 
science  facilities  and  equipment.  The  present  science  area 
contains  limited  space,  limited  facilities  for  individual 
pupil  experimentation,  no  demonstration  desk  for  the  teacher, 
and  very  sparse  storage  facilities.  In  view  of  these  problems, 
it  is  suggested  that  class  enrollments  in  biology,  chemistry, 
and  physics  be  limited  to  approximately  twelve  (12)  or  fifteen 
( 15 )  students . 

5.  It  is  recommended  that  expansion  of  the  shop  program 
be  continued.  The  addition  of  facilities  to  permit  instruct- 
ion in  the  areas  of  electricity,  welding,  internal  combustion 
engines,  etc.,  is  very  desirable  if  a  full  four-year  program 
in  general  shop  is  to  be  developed. 

6.  A  careful  study  should  be  made  of  the  curriculum  and 
pupil  services  now  available.  It  is  particularly  important 
that  attention  be  directed  to  the  following  points: 

a.  The  present  business  education  program  does  not 
provide  for  any  course  at  the  ninth  grade  level,  although 
it  is  understood  that  a  general  business  course  may  be 
added  in  the  coming  school  year.  The  lack  of  an  office 
practice  course  for  girls  who  will  be  doing  clerical  work 
rather  than  stenographic  work  represents  a  limitation  in 
the  present  program. 

b.  The  present  pattern  of  alternating  courses  im- 
poses serious  limitations  in  mathematics,  social  studies, 
and  foreign  languages.  It  also  seems  to  be  an  unwise  pro- 
cedure when,  as  during  the  present  year,  it  leads  to  ex- 
cessive class  sizes  in  a  field  such  as  homemaking.  This 
problem  should  be  reviewed  carefully  to  determine  (l) 
whether  certain  courses  can  be  offered  annually  rather 
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than  on  an  alternating  basis,  and  (2)  to  develop  the 
most  effective  pattern  of  alternation  for  those  courses 
which  must  be  alternated. 

c»  It  is  recommended  that  school  credit  be  given 
for  successful  participation  in  band,  just  as  it  now  is 
for  participation  in  glee  club. 

d.  There  is  a  need  for  an  expanded  program  of  pupil 
guidance  services.  In  a  school  as  large  as  Enfield  High 
School,  it  is  appropriate  to  have  a  half-time  person 
specifically  assigned  as  a  guidance  counsellor  for  grades 
7  -  12. 

e.  Several  additional  courses  could  profitably  be 
offered.  Consideration  should  be  given  to  such  possibili- 
ties as  an  elective  course  in  speech,  a  third  year  of 
French,  and  another  elective  course  in  social  studies 
field. "

This  means  very  briefly  the  following: 

1.  The  principal  must  be  full  time  or  the  equivalent. 
This  can  be  handled  by  releasing  a  teacher  one  period  a  day  to 
do  administrative  work  that  the  principal  would  otherwise  have 
to  do.  The  principal,  Mr.  Staples,  as  the  only  one  qualified 
to  handle  chemistry  will  continue  to  teach  it. 

2.  The  teachers'  loads  must  be  lightened,  for  in  the 
academic  subjects  they  may  have  only  five  preparations  a  day 
and  in  the  practical  art  subjects,  only  six  preparations  a  day. 
In  order  to  meet  this  requirement  and  the  requirement  mention- 
ed in  No.  1,  it  will  be  necessary  to  employ  an  additional 
teacher  for  the  school  year  1958  -  59 •  Provision  for  this  is 
made  in  the  School  Board  budget. 

3.  The  minimum  length  of  class  will  have  to  be  hS   minutes 
exclusive  of  passing  time.  This  means  that  school  will  have 

to  start  15  minutes  earlier  and  get  out  15  minutes  later  or 
else  cut  the  lunch  period  by  15  minutes.  This  matter  is  being 
given  study.

h.     The  program  of  studies  for  the  school  meets  the  mini- 
mum standard  with  the  exception  that  one  art  course  must  be 
offered  and  one  course  is  electricity.  The  art  course  can  be 
arranged  with  Mrs.  MacGinnis.  The  electricity  course  can  be 
arranged  with  Mr,  Nyhus.  This  will,  however,  require  addition- 
al shop  equipment.  Provisions  for  that  equipment  are  included 
in  the  1958  -  S9   budget. 

OVER-CROWDING 

I  have  previously  discussed  over-crowding  in  future  build- 
ing needs.  For  the  school  year  1958  -  ^9f   we  will  have  enough 
rooms  for  the  high  school  program  if  we  continue  to  use  the 
rooms  now  assigned.  The  elementary  grades,  however,  present 
a  very  real  problem.  The  present  situation  and  that  predicted 
for  1958  -  59  are  shown  in  the  following  table:

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Many  of  the  above  rooms  are  too  large,  particularly 
where  there  are  two  grades  to  a  room.  We  cannot  expect  that 
any  teacher  can  do  the  effective  job  with  individuals  that  we 
would  like  to  have  her  do  or  that  she  would  like  to  do. 

Members  of  the  School  Board,  of  the  School  Staff  and 
Citizens  of  the  community  are  making  a  study  of  the  situation. 
They  are  conferring  with  representatives  from  other  communities. 
An  answer  will  have  to  be  found  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 
Some  of  the  alternatives  are  as  follows:   (l)  Build  an  addi- 
tion to  the  present  school  plant  to  provide  more  elementary 
rooms.  When  this  is  done,  the  state  wil].  probably  require  that 
we  also  provide  a  library  for  the  High  School.  Furthermore, 
it  is  verj''  important  that  the  shop,  home  economics,  science, 
and  commercial  facilities  be  improved,   (2)  Go  into  a  consoli- 
dated school  district  with  other  communities.   This  is  being 
carefully  studied  and  particularly  with  Canaan.  It  now  seems 
apparent  that  Lebanon  would  not  be  interested  in  the  Consoli- 
dated School  District  for  some  time  to  come.  (3)  Send  the 
Enfield  High  School  students  to  some  other  school  district  on 
a  tuition  basis,   (h)  Build  a  new  Enfield  High  School,  leaving 
the  present  building  for  the  elementary  grades. 

THE  SCHOOL  PROGRAM 

Physical  Education 

At  present  the  physical  education  prograjn  is  quite  meager. 
Mr.  Colligen  is  carrying  on  classes  to  the  extent  possible. 
We  hope  that  next  year  we  may  be  able  to  offer  a  minimuri  of 
one  period  a  week  for  physical  education  for  each  high  school 
student.  The  school  shop  has  been  very  helpful  in  building 
physical  education  equipment. 

The  Guidance  Program 

The  guidance  program  is  in.  the  process  of  being  reorgan- 
ized. A  minimum  testing  program  which  includes  intelligence, 
achievement,  preference  and  vocational  tests  is  being  given. 
An  occupational  information  library  is  being  assembled  for  the 
use  of  the  pupils.  A  new  course  in  group  guidance  at  the 
eighth  grade  level  has  been  introduced. 

The  Library 

The  library  is  extremely  meager.  A  start  has  been  made 
in  purchasing  new  books  and  reference  material.  Furthermore, 
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considerable  help  is  coming  from  the  community.  We  hope  that 
many  new  books  may  be  purchased  next  year  and  that  one  of  the 
teachers  can  be  assigned  responsibility  of  the  library.  The 
library  can  be  and  should  be  the  heart  of  the  school. 

New  Courses  to  be  Offered  in  1958  -  59 

It  is  hoped  that  next  school  year  we  will  be  able  to 
offer  a  course  in  electricity,  a  course  in  Junior  Business 
training,  and  an  office  practice  course  for  clerical  work. 
The  additional  work  in  art  has  already  been  mentioned. 

Remedial  Reading 

At  present  the  remedial  reading  program  is  helping  36 
children  each  day.  The  intent  of  the  program  is  to  help  the 
child  reach  his  own  grade  level  and  return  to  his  regular 
class.  To  do  this,  use  is  made  of  the  tachistoscope  to  develop 
speed  and  accuracy  in  reading  and  to  increase  the  child's  eye 
span.  Use  is  also  made  of  the  "Building  Reading  Skills"  series 
to  aid  in  phonics  and  to  develop  a  better  "sound"  sense.

The  School  Plant 

The  major  work  done  in  the  school  building  during  the  year 
is  as  follows:   (l)  Alterations  in  the  school  basement  to  pro- 
vide a  women's  teachers'  room.  This  was  a  very  much  needed 
improvement.   (2)  Installation  of  showers  for  the  girls.  (3) 
Alterations  in  the . basement  to  provide  a  room  for  remedial 
reading.  This  was  done  in  order  to  free  the  room  that  had  been 
used  for  remedial  reading  for  a  regular  elementary  class.   The 
basement  room  is  small  and  has  disadvantages,  but  will  serve 
the  purpose  until  a  better  room  can  be  made  available.
